AMENDMENTS 

Claims 1 -6 and 8-17 are pending. 

Claims 4, 9 and 1 5 have been amended. 

Claim 7 has been cancelled. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 11, and 13 have been withdrawn. 

Support for the amendments of Claims 4, 9, and 15 can be found in the original 
claims. No new matter is believed to have been added. 

REMARKS AND REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 

The claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 103(a) over Yoshizawa, JP 
60246309, because the Examiner is of the opinion that Yoshizawa’s liquid composition 
comprising 0.1 -0.3 wt.% of lemon juice for the treatment of the skin inherently increases an 
expression level of Rho kinase or myosin light-chain kinase in the skin. 

Claims 4, 9, and 1 5 have been amended to be directed to a method of treating aging of 
the skin comprising contacting the skin with an agent comprising a plant, a part of the plan, 
and/or an extract of Digeneasimplex. 

Yoshizawa do not describe or suggest using Digeneasimplex as an aging treating 
agent increasing an expression level of Rho kinase or myosin light-chain kinase in the skin. 

Applicants request that the rejection be withdrawn. 

This application presents allowable subject matter, and the Examiner is kindly 
requested to pass it to issue.
